Mauretania Wins the Chief Race of the Day — County 
Clerk’s Success Threatens Danger to 



Jockey Kirschbaum. 



San Francisco. Cal.. December 4. — The racing at 
Oakland today was seriously impaired as sport by 
rain and mud. The weather conditions had a baneful 
effect on the favorites. Excepting Force, which 
finished third in the Lisle Handicap, they all ran 
unplaced. Today’s unusual form conditions proved 
timely for the layers, the majority being distressed 
financially, since for twenty-three days past publu 
choices have enjoyed an almost uninterrupted seties 
of successes. The most pretentious race from the 
money viewpoint was run as the fourth, a handicap 
for two year-olds exclusively at seven furlongs, and 
won by (Mauretania, an outsider, after a long stretch 
drive. Force and Sem premium. tirst and second 
favorite's, ran poorly and were both unable to stride 
-freely in the going. 

County Clerk scored an extraordinary victory in 
the long-distance race. Kirschba urn’s pulling and 
hauling tactics in liis last previous race in disregard 
of his riding instructions, were in great contrast to 
Buxton’s riding, lie took the four-year-old cut with 
a long lead toe hay as directed and* successfully 
spreadcagled his opposition, while never exteueled i>e- 
yemel a canter. The stewards are investigating 
Kirachba urn’s riding.

lie was the winner of the Omnium Handicap in 1904 
and 19o."*. third in the Brooklyn and Oriental liandi 
caps in 19ol; second to Beldame in the Suburban ot 
1903 : second to Sysonhy in the Commonwealth of the 
same year, and third to Hoi sc her in the Brighton 
Cup of lOOti. Proper was recently sold to Herman 
Brandt, who is an excellent man with an old horse 
or one whose legs are under suspicion aud the man- 
ner in which Proper won his last race would indi- 
cate that Brandt has the old horse in fine condition. 

At a dinner given the other evening to a party 
of prominent horsemen, the future of racing and 
breeding was discussed and the outlook was regarded 
with hope. James R. Keene, vice-chairman of the 
Jockey Club, who was present at this gathering, said 
he would continue his Castleton breeding establish- 
ment in Kentucky and would race a small stable in 
England and a much larger one in this country. 
It was the general belief of the gentlemen present 
that the tracks at Sheepshead Bay. Gravesend and 
Belmont Park would be kept often aud that thi 
cultivation of sentiment in racing will restore the 
prestige of the sport. 

“Dry Dollar” Tim Sullivan is making liis annual 
visit to Hot Springs, where he is reported to have 
arrived, coming from Florida, after looking over the 
situation there in regard to racing. When asked 
the other day regarding the turf situation in New 
York. Mr. Sullivan said: “In the State of New 

York the reform pendulum hasn't swung l*ack to 
normal yet. and we may not have racing of any 
great importance next year, but it will come just 
the same. If racing is re-established in Hot Springs 
next spring, you will get the big eastern turfmen 
who are looking for a sojourn until matters are 
straightened out in the east. Your town couldn’t 
hold the people, and if you will extend the invita- 
tion they will promptly respond.” 

AMERICANS NOMINATE LIBERALLY. 

Of the American turfmen whose horses have en 
gagemeuts in England those who have made the 
most liberal entries are James R. Keene, Harry 
Payne Whitney, Herman B. Duryea, F. It. Hitch- 
cock and J. E. Madden. 

Nominations for stakes for the seasons of 1909 
19to and 1911. which have just closed, show that 
these turfmeu have entered colts and fillies in such 
important two year-old events as the New Stakes, 
the Hopeful, the Prendergast, the Middle Park 
Plate, Dewburst Plate and Champagne Stakes. 
Three-year-old engagements include nominations in 
the One Thousand Guineas. Two Thousand Guineas, 
Ascot Stakes. Prince of Wales Stakes and Ascot 
Derby.

ACTION OF CONTROLLING TEXAS BODY. 

Beaumont. Tex., December 4. — At the second 
meeting of the Texas Thoroughbred Racing Asso- 
-iation. held Thursday at the Crosby House, routine 
business of the association was gone into, and 
jockey Willie Conley, who was ruled off the turf at 
Dallas in 1907. was reinstated, as was the owner, 
W. C. Douglas, of Oakland. Cal. 

Tin* matter of offering prizes for the best jockeys 
was taken up and considered and seemed to meet 
with approval by every member of the directory’, 
out tin* definite plans for such prizes went over to 
he meeting of the Thoroughbred Association to be 
.lelil at Dallas in January next. 

The question of futurity stakes was also con- 
sidered at the meeting, and it was decided to have 
the futurity stakes in 1911 the same as 1909. which 
will be similar to the stakes at Dallas and San 
Vtitonin. tin* richest on the circuit, with an aggre- 
gate value of $3,000. 

The matter of including Oklahoma City and 
■shreveport in the racing circuit for next season was 
•onsidered, hut action was deferred, to Im* sub- 
mitted at the directors’ meeting next January. 

The Thoroughbred Association committed them- 
selves to favoring short meetings with cities iu the 
circuit capable of furnishing attendance large 
enough for six to twelve days race meetings, 
flic association favors commercial racing, backed 
by Texas men, and does not want foreign capital 
hacking racing in tills state. They want racing 
run on the same basis as any other business, with 
in allowance of fair profit to the stockholder on his 
investment. 

After the meeting the directors inspected the 
White City track and buildings and expressed their 
pleasure at tin* well-kept park and the manner in 
which the Beaumont Racing Association conducted 
the racing. Several of tin* directors were heard to 
remark that, if the association should in* conducted 
is smoothly aud as successfully as tin* Beaumont 
race meeting, they would be well satisfied, and the 
success* of the association would be assured.

A mare that raced somewhat disappointingly this 
year, in comparison with her achievements ou the 
track in former years, was II. 1*. Whitney’s Brook- 
dale Nymph. As a two-year-old in 1903 she won 
the high percentage of half of her races, including 
the Rancho del Paso Stakes. At three years she 
won five times out of eleven races and among her 
successes was included the Brighton Oaks, Last year 
she won tin* Omnium Handicap, at a mile and an 
eighth in 1:52*. defeating Dandelion. Old Honesty. 
McCarter and Kennyetto among others; the Bronx 
Handicap, at three-quarters in 1:12 r, with 117 
pounds up. beating Jack Atkin 123, Adoration 98, 
and Ben Ban. Oraculitm, Tongorder and Aeronaut; 
the Westchester Handicap, at six and a half fur- 
longs, in which, with 124 pounds in the saddle, she 
ran in tin* record time of 1:17*. with Ben Ban 101. 
Kentucky Beau 102. Aeronaut 99, Adoration 98 and 
Far West 112 behind her at the finish. II»*r last 
winning race of the year was the Aqueduct Handi 
cap, at a mile and a sixteenth, in which, carrying 
ID* pounds, she defeated Monfort 95. Gretna Green 
107, Ben Ban 99. Far West 102. Faust 100, Nealon 
128 and Don Creole 97, running in 1:47 and winuiug 
easily by two lengths. 

In view of her high class form of 1907 it was but 
natural that much was expected of her this year. 
She ran moderately well only and failed in stakes, 
but managed to win three purses. Her form was 
manifestly far inferior to that of l!Hi7. Still she 
is a rr(*od race marc and the following table of her 
lM*rformauees shows that she has amply paid her 
way :
